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Build your own 88.9FM tuned antenna! 


Listening to 2R5R can sometimes be a hassle, what with the low power of our 
transmitter and all, but that can be solved. All you need to do is build our easy to 
assemble tuned antenna. You will need two wire coathangers, a wooden ruler, some 
masking tape, a pair of pliers and some thin electrical wire.

STEP 1 


Cut the hooks off the coathangers and straighten them out. You want two 
straight bits exactly the same length, 82 cm each.

Tape them to the ruler, running off the ends, with a gap of one cm in the mid- 








dle. 
Attach a bit of wire to the inner end of each pole of the antenna. Run the wires 
to your radio and attach them to the antenna.

STEP 3: 


Nail, glue or hang the antenna on a wall with the poles going out horizontally. 
An outside wall is best. You should now be m i us loud and clear! If not, try 
turning the antenna around, keeping it horizontal to the ground. It will recieve other 
stations nearly as good... should you ever want to listen to them! | 

ALWAY REMEM BER that we are a MONO station, so switch off that Stereo button. 


Why is it so? 
The wavelength of 2RSR is:- _300,000,000_ (speed of light in metres/second) 
88,900,000 (frequency of 2RSR in Hertz) 
which equals 3.37. This means our wavelength is 3 metres 37 cm. 
This dipole antenna has a combined length of half this; 1.68 metres. It is tuned 
to the frequency and recieves it better.

Why are the poles of our antenna 82 instead of 84cm long? Because the magnetic feild 
around the wires extends beyond the ends for a centimetre at either end and makes them behave 
as though they were longer.
